ADOREE  (Decorative) — “What  an  adorable  dahlia’’  was 
the  remark  most  frequently  ma<le  at  sight  of  this  flower 
by  visitors  to  our  gardens,  and  it  suggested  the  name. 
It  has  every  good  point  a  dahlia  should  have:  large 
size,  perfect  form,  freedom  of  bloom,  good  kee))ing 
qualities  and  a  most  exquisite  color,  soft  rose  pink, 
darkening  towards  center  (wdiich  is  always  closed), 
yellow  at  base  of  petals  and  a  glistening  golden  sheen 
over  all,  making  it  especially  beautiful  under  artificial 
light.  Florets  are  long  and  pointed,  twisting  and  curl¬ 
ing  and  giving  the  flower  an  unusually  attractive  ap¬ 
pearance  . $1.50 

ALAJYNAH  (Hybrid  Decorative) — The  size,  color  and 
form  of  this  dainty  flower  are  unusually  attractive, 
while  the  stem  is  slender  and  erect.  Color  is  deep  rose 
pink  shading  into  picric  yellow  at  base  of  petals  with 
a  satin  sheen  over  all,  and  the  curly  petals  reflex,  giving 
depth  to  the  bloom.  The  compact,  medium  height  bushes 
covered  wdth  blossoms  from  early  in  the  season  until 
frost  are  unsurpassed  as  a  garden  decoration.  The  flow¬ 
ers  keep  a  long  time  after  cutting  and  the  foliage  is

In  size  it  is  huge,  being  both  broad  and 
deep,  the  reflexing  florets  almost  touching  the  stem, 
making  almost  a  perfect  ball  but  not  at  all  stiff  in  ap¬ 
pearance,  owing  to  the  graceful  manner  in  which  the 
petals  are  placed.  Centers  are  high  and  always  closed, 
showing  the  refle.x  in  a  darker  tone  on  the  unopened 
florets.  Blooms  freely  on  a  very  sturdy  plant  with 
heavy  foliage  . $5.00 

AUBERGINE  (Decorative) — Large  and  of  perfect  form, 
wdth  broad  petals  reflexing  on  outer  row's  and  slightly 
rolling  or  folding  toward  center.  This  dahlia  is  held 
erect  on  long,  upright  stems.  The  color  is  decidedly  dif¬ 
ferent,  aster  purple,  deepening  to  dahlia  purple,  with  a 
deep,  rich,  velvety  sheen  over  all  and  a  lighter  reverse

Color  is  )leep  golden  yellow  deepening  to  gamboge 
bronze  in  the  center,  each  petal  usually  tipi)ed  wdiite. 
Flower  is  very  full  and  dee[>  and  is  a  free  bloomer.  The 
foliage  is  as  wonderful  as  the  flower,  being  an  olive 
green  and  very  dense,  forming  a  graceful  bush,  quite 
attractive  in  the  gaialen .

HEART  O’  GOLD  (Paeony) — Without  doubt  one  of  the 
largest  ])aeony  dahlias  grown.  The  immense  blooms  are 
held  aloft  on  strong,  24-inch  stems,  and  the  color  is  ])ure 
obi  gold  with  a  tinge  of  bronze  on  reverse  of  the  long 
broad  petals.  It  is  an  early  Iboomer  and  is  the  last  to 
be  cut  down  by  frost . 50c 

IVOIRE  (Orchid  Flowering) — Beautiful  beyond  l)elief, 
and  of  form  heretofore  unknown  is  the  Dahlia  “Ivoire” 
anil  it  has  more  the  effect  of  a  rare  tropical  Orchid  than 
a  ilahlia.  The  waxy  ]ietals  of  great  substance  are  long 
and  ]iointed  ajid  curl  and  twist  in  such  manner  as  to 
almost  cover  the  center.  Color  is  clear,  glistening  ivory, 
deepening  to  cream  at  base  of  petals  and  a  faint  glow 
of  Buttercu])  yellow  gleams  through  the  clustering  petals 
at  the  center.  It  is  a  large  flower  on  an  18-ineh 
stem  . $3.50 

LADY  ALLA  (Paeony)— C  olor  is  a  bright  scarlet.  Long, 
strong  stems,  carrying  flower  well  above  foliage.  Large 
flower  and  a  good  keeper.  Fragr.ant  and  more  fragrant 
as  a  cut  flower  than  on  the  bush . 50c 

LORELEI  (Decorative) — One  of  the  loveliest  dahlias  ever 
grown.  Of  a  bright  but  soft  shade  of  pure  rose  pinlc, 
lightening  towards  center  to  creamy  white,  with  eacli 
broad,  gracefully  placed  floret  distinctly  outlined  with 
deeper  rose.  The  immense  blooms  are  held  erect  on 
strong  stems.

MAC  GREGOR  (Hybrid  Cactus) — American  Dahlia  So¬ 
ciety's  Certificate  of  Merit.  Highest  Award  California 
Dahlia  Society’s  Trial  Grounds.  The  flowers  are  large 
and  full  and  carried  on  long,  strong,  upright  stems. 
Color  is  sjiectrum  red,  an  unusual  color,  and  Vieautiful 
in  a  flower;  base  of  ])etals  is  lemon  yellow.  The  foliage 
is  as  attractive  as  the  blossoms,  and  it  appears  to  be 
one  of  the  few  dahlias  that  is  not  affected  by  insect 
pests.  It  is  the  first  to  bloom,  and  is  a  free  and  con¬

MAID  MARIAN  (Hybrid  Cactus) — A  very  large  flower 
of  the  most  beautiful  shade  of  rose  ].)ink  without  a 
trace  of  purjile  or  yellow.  Petals  curl  and  twist,  form¬ 


ing  a  graceful  bloom  of  indescribable  charm.  Stem 
and  foliage  is  the  same  as  that  of  “Mariposa”.  It  w'as

MARMION  (Decorative) — Without  doubt  the  best  dahlia 
now  on  the  market.

The  long, 
cane-like  stems  hold  the  huge  blooms  erect.  Color  is 
j)ure  golden  yellow  with  lironze  suffusion  on  reverse  of 
jietals,  and  the  deeper  bronzy  tone  on  the  high,  full 
center  and  outline  of  same  shaile  around  each  petal  en¬ 
hances  the  beauty  of  the  flower  and  gives  it  an  unusual 
apjiearance.  Florets  are  long,  wavy  and  curling  in  such 
fashion  as  to  eliminate  every  hint  of  coarseness.  Form 
is  ]ierfect,  and  early  and  late  the  sturdy  bushes  are 
covered  wdth  blooms.  “  Marmion  ”  was  awarded  a  Cer¬ 
tificate  of  Merit  in  France  by  “The  Societe  Nationale 
d ’Horticulture  de  France” . $1.50 

MISS  LONGVIEW  (Hybrid  Cactus)— Named  for  the 
thriving  city  of  Longview,  Washington,  and  we  consider 
it  w'ortliy  to  be  placed  before  the  public  as  a  competitor 
of  “Marmion’’  and  predict  for  it  as  sensational  a 
career.  The  coloring  of  this  huge  dahlia  is  bright  canary 
yellow  with  reverse  jasper  red  which  suffuses  the  many 
outer  rows  of  petals  as  the  flower  matures,  giving  them 
a  soft  salmon  tone,  while  the  inner  ones  retain  the  yel¬ 
low  coloring,  the  whole  flower  enhanced  by  a  glistening 
sheen.  Its  immense  size  (ten  inches  in  diameter  without 
disbudding  and  five  to  six  inches  in  depth),  long,  strong 
stems,  full  center,  long  Iilooming  season,  make  it  out¬ 
standing  wherever  grown.  Its  perfect  form  is  plainly 
shown  in  the  accompanying  photograph,  as  are  also  the 
incurving  petals  with  their  unusual  wavy  edges.  Pro¬ 
nounced  by  many  growers  the  best  hybrhl  cactus  to

NAVARRO  (Hybrid  Cactus) — One  of  the  crinkly  dahlias 
so  much  sought  after  and  so  seldom  seen.  Large, 


slender,  erect  stems,  medium  height  with  abundance  of 
bloom  throughout  the  season,  and  a  very  pleasing  color, 
light  primrose  yellow'  with  wdiite  reverse,  the  jietals 
twdsting  and  curling  in  such  a  manner  as  to  make  them

ROYCROFT  (Hybrid  Cactus) — One  of  the  sjiiky  dahlias, 
almost  star  shajied,  and  of  an  extremely  odd  and  strik¬ 
ing  color,  best  described  as  cinnamon  buff,  deepening 
to  tawny  russet  in  the  center.

One  of  the  first  to 
bloom  anil  the  low-growdng  bushes  always  show'  a  mass 
of  perfect  flow'ers.  Foliage  is  unique,  inasmuch  as  it 
seems  to  be  absolutely  insect  proof.  A  distinctly  dif¬ 
ferent  variety  both  in  shape  and  coloring . $1.00 

ST.  ELIAS  (Cactus) — This  is  the  pure  wdiite  cactus  all 
dahlia  lovers  are  looking  for,  w'ith  florets  of  good  sub¬ 
stance,  slightly  claw-aha])ed  and  incurved.  Has  a  grand 
habit,  fine  stem,  is  a  profuse  bloomer  and  a  good 
keeper  . 75c 

SYMPHONY  (Decorative)  —  A  w'onderfully  attractive 
dahlia  of  a  most  unusual  and  original  coloring,  being 
a  soft  chamois  overlaid  alizarine  pink  w'ith  reverse  of 
deep  old  rose,  which  on  the  earlier  blooms  forms  a  dis¬ 
tinct  border  %  of  an  inch  wide  around  the  edge  of  the 
petals.

T.  M.  PATTERSON  (Hybrid  Cactus) — Another  red  dahlia, 
but  one  of  the  best.  Color  rich  bright  carmine;  size 
large,  stem  perfect,  flow'ering  habit  excellent  and  keep¬ 
ing  qualities  of  the  best.  What  more  can  be  asked  of 
any  dahlia”?  . $2.50 

WEST  COAST  (Decorative) — A  great  liig  jirimrose  yellow, 
lightening  tow'ards  the  tips  of  the  petals  and  deepening 
at  the  base,  this  dahlia  looks  fully  its  size.  Holds  its 
center  w'ell  throughout  the  season  and  grow's  on  a  stem 
as  stiff  as  a  ramrod  out  of  an  attractive  bush  with  dark 
green  leaves  of  small  size  growing  in  clusters,  which  is 
esjiecially  good  for  specimens  or  in  borders.  A  very

DE  SCHELDE  (New  Belgian  Decorative) — A  wonderful 
florists’  flower,  as  the  blooms  are  of  medium  size  held 
erect  on  the  top  of  straight  stems  far  above  the  foliage 
of  low-growing  plants.  The  color  is  unusual — a  glowing 
velvety  garnet  purple  self  color.  A  free  Ijloomer  and 
good  keeper.  A  gold  medal  winner  in  Holland  and  has 
a  Certificate  of  Merit  from  Belgium . $2.00 

CAYCLERC  (French  Cactus) — A  good-sized  flower  borne 
on  top  of  strong  stems,  remarkable  for  form,  color  and 
freedom  of  bloom,  of  a  strong  shade  of  reddish  copper 
with  golden  sheen;  reverse  of  florets  bright  orange  red.

Cultural  Guide 

Dahlias  are  easily  grown,  requiring  no  special  soil,  treatment  or  skill  to 
bring  them  to  perfection. 

They  are  really  an  Autumn  flower  and  should  not  be  planted  too  early. 

They  are  remarkably  free  from  disease  and  have  few  special  enemies. 

Plant  in  sunny  situation,  although  they  will  do  nicely  in  partial  shade. 

Prepare  the  soil  by  deep  spading;  if  soil  is  sandy  a  shovel  full  of  well 
rotted  manure  may  be  incorporated  with  it;  if  otherwise  use  little,  if  any, 
fertilizer  before  plants  begin  to  bud.  Add  sand  or  coal  ashes  to  heavy  soil. 

Drive  a  stake  in  each  hole  to  support  the  plant.  Lay  tuber  down  flat 
with  eye  upward  and  next  to  stake,  about  six  inches  deep,  and  cover  two 
inches  with  pulverized  soil,  gradually  filling  to  level  as  plant  progresses. 

As  soon  as  plants  are  large  enough,  pinch  out  the  top  just  above  the 
second  or  third  set  of  leaves;  this  causes  the  plant  to  branch. 

Cultivate  well  until  buds  appear,  then  stop  all  cultivation  except  light 
raking  after  rain  or  watering,  just  enough  to  break  the  crust  of  ground;  only 
be  sure  and  do  this. 

When  buds  appear  spread  manure  or  some  fertilizer  around  plant  and 
rake  lightly  into  the  soil. 

Sometimes  a  perfectly  good  tuber  with  a  good  eye  will  refuse  to  sprout; 
in  such  cases,  dig  up  the  tuber  and  soak  for  24  hours  in  fresh  water;  this 
usually  will  cause  it  to  sprout  in  a  reasonable  time  after  replanting. 

Unless  weather  is  very  dry  and  hot,  do  not  begin  watering  until  buds 
appear,  then  soak  the  ground  thoroughly  (not  sprinkle)  about  once  a  week 
or  ten  days.  Cut  off  all  faded  flowers  with  as  much  of  the  stalk  as  you  can. 

For  extra  large  blooms  disbud  by  pinching  off  all  the  buds  in  a  cluster 
except  the  strongest  one. 

If  bothered  by  cut  worms  or  slugs,  cut  a  piece  of  tarred  paper  3  inches 
wide  by  10  or  12  inches  long,  form  collar  and  place  around  plant,  one  inch 
below  and  two  inches  above  ground. 

For  cut  flowers  pick  in  the  evening  or  early  morning  if  possible;  bum 
the  ends  of  stems  in  any  flame,  or  dip  m  boiling  water  for  10  seconds;  after 
either  treatment  place  in  cold  water  and  put  in  cool  place  free  from  draft 
until  wanted. 

When  frozen  down  in  Autumn,  cut  stalks  off  at  the  ground  and  dig 
carefully  so  as  not  to  break  neck  of  tuber,  for  the  eyes  for  next  season’s 
growth  are  only  found  where  the  tuber  joins  the  stalk.  Store  same  as 
potatoes  where  they  will  not  freeze,  shrivel  or  rot.  Turn  the  clump  upside 
down  to  drain  out  any  moisture  that  may  start  decay.

OREGON  DAHLIA  HONORED  IN  FRANCE 

The  Mastiek  Dahlia  “Marmion”,  as  grown  in 
France  during  the  season  of  1927,  received  a  cer¬ 
tificate  of  merit  from  the  Societe  Nationale 
D ’Horticulture  de  France.
